She is a chestnut mare by Poulet— Queen of Cyprus, 
by King Tom. St. Symphorien, the owner of which 
could not be learned, is a half brother to the Derby 
winner, St. Gatien. Both horses will be retired for 
breeding purposes 

News comes from Nashville, Tenn., that Gen. W. 
H. Jackson, the noted breeder and proprietor of 
Belle Meade Stud, is dangerously ill at Tampa, Fla. 
General Jackson went to Florida several weeks ago 
for his health.
